3rd precinct for 


1949 election 


When election time in Arling­ 
ton Heights rolls around in April, 
1949, citizens within village lim­ 
its will cast their votes in three 
prcincts, instead of two author­ 
ized at present. 
“More than 400 new voters 
were registered for the Novem­ 
ber 2 election than were on the 
books for the last election in 
which Arlington Heights parti­ 
cipated,” 
Davis 
stated, 
“and 
most of the new* names came 
from the north part of town ” 
At the suggestion of Village 
Clerk Forrest Davis, the vill ge 
board authorized Village Attor- 
icy Hugo Thai to prepare an 
ordinance to legalize these dis­ 
tricts: 
Precinct I, all voters residing 
south of Chicago and Northwest­ 
ern tracks. 
Precinct 
2,

north of the tracks and east of 
Dunton avenue.

Polling place for precinct I 
will probably remain at the vil­ 
lage hall, precinct 2 field hoi/se, 
and precinct 3 either the Pres­ 
byterian church or a place more 
centrally located in that area.

More about tonsils and adenoids 
During surgery islands of adenoid-like tissue are occas­ 
ionally found scattered about the (back of the throat. These 
are extrem ely difficult to remove by operation. 
It m ay be 
advisable to use several applications of radium to shrink 
down these swollen patches. 
This is a painless treatm ent 
and absolutely safe in the hands of a physician with ex­ 
perience in the method. 
Unobstructed nasal breathing is 
the usual gratifying result, especially if previous adenoidec­ 
tomy has failed to relieve nasal stuffiness. 
Allergic children present a more difficult and compli­ 
cated problem. 
Enlargem ent of the tonsils and adenoids is 
the result of sensitivity to substances in the air such as 
house dust, pollens, anim al danders, etc. 
Frequently infec­ 
tion exists in addition to the allergic enlargem ent. 
Under 
these conditions removal of the involved glands is indicated. 
Occasionally, a child with asthm a will make a complete re­ 
covery following removal of tonsils and adenoids. Although 
some of the allergic symptomsUneezing, running nose, stuff­ 
iness, sinus attacks) may persist, the operation is a step to­ 
ward recovery. 
Finding the cause of and com batting the 
allergy is necessary for satisfactory treatm ent. 
The patient's age has little to do w ith a decision to op­ 
erate. 
Children under one year may require surgery if the 
indications noted above are 
severe 
enough. 
Sim ilarly, 
adults of all ages may need attention under these conditions. 
Since the glands gradually shrink as one grows older, some 
children will outgrow their difficulties. 
In more severe 
Cases, however, it is advisable not to w ait for nature to 
correct a condition which may do irreparable harm during 
the prolonged waiting period. 
Contrary to popular opinion, the usual tonsillectomy is 
never an em ergency procedure. 
Thus the patient should be 
in as good general health as possible. 
Acute upper respira­ 
tory infections should be given at least tw o weeks to quiet 
down. 
In children with repeated colds, it may be hard to 
find a tim e when this can be done. 
The best tim e of year 
is during November and early December—after the polio 
season and before the pneumonia season. 
A dequate preparations in the form of a sound diet, sup­ 
plem ental y vitamins, and procedures to guard against ex­ 
cessive bleeding may be advisable in some instances. 
With 
m odern surgical techniques, careful anesthesia, and good 
judgm ent in the selection of the proper cases, the dangers 
of tonsillectomy and adenoidectomy arc minim*!? 
These 
are nothing to fear, if, after due consideration of all the 
factors involved, your physician advises this operation.

charged prior to Feb. 3, 
1944. 
These veterans or their depend* 
ents 
now 
have 
until 
Feb. 
3, 
1950 to collect the m ustering-out 
pay. 
If a veteran failed to collect 
his m ustering-out pay before the 
old deadline of Feb. 3, 1946 and 
later died, his nearest survivor 
may apply for the benefit. 
Veterans who have failed to

Morons, high 
grade, make 
best drivers 


“A high - grade moron makes 
the best auto driver,” according 
to Jam es Stannard Baker, re­ 
search director of the N orthwes­ 
tern University Traffic Institute. 
“O ther things being equal,” he 
said, “the people with very high 
intelligence and those w ith very 
low intelligence are the poorest 
drivers.” 
The intellectuals, Mr. 
Baker has found, “take driving 
too easy,” and don’t keep their 
minds on it. 
“The driver with the extrem e­ 
ly low I. Q. tries to learn, but 
he is not up to it. 
He does not 
profit from experience, because 
when he has an accident he does­ 
n’t know What he did wrong.” 
BUT THE MAN who is not-too- 
bright, if he has good training, 
keen eyesight, and is alert and 
fairly m ature, is the safest, most 
careful of all drivers. 
His mind 
is not highly stim ulated; he is 
less subject to day dreams, and 
is less likely to become 
bored 
with the mechanics of driving 
than the man with the superior 
mind. 
He has little im agination; 
hence he is not distracted from 
the road by every bit of activity 
he passes. 
The college-level person learns 
driving quickly, but he doesn’t 
learn thoroughly, Mr. Baker de­ 
clared. 
He does not form auto­ 
matic driving habits, but instead 
decides w hat to do w henever a 
crisis arises. As he gets older his 
decisions are slower, and he be­ 
comes a hazard on the road, the 
traffic engineer pointed out. 
The worst drivers of all, he 
said, are the 16-year-olds, who 
have ten times as many accidents 
as do their fathers.

keep their minds on driving, Mr. 
Baker concluded.
